Expect India to 
Be Intermediary 
In Negotiations 


UN ITED NATIONS. N. Y. lh - 
The United States and Britain have 
agreed to invite Red China to the 
United Nations in an attempt to 
arrange a cease-fire for Formosa, 
it was learned today. 
Authoritative 
sources 
said 
the 
two major Western powers have 
authorized New Zealand to make 
the formal proposal to the U. N. 
Security Council on Monday. 
In Moscow, British Ambassador 
Sir William Hayter called 
on So­ 
viet Foreign Minister W. M. Molo­ 
tov and urged that Russia use its 
good offices to persuade Red China 
to accept. 
He also asked Russia 
to advise Peiping to adopt a mod­ 
erate 
attitude 
toward 
the 
For­ 
mosan crisis. 
India was expected to be asked 
to play the role of intermediary 
in negotiations with the Red Chi­ 
nese. 
India’s Prim e Minister Jawahar- 
lal Nehru was on his way to Lon­ 
don today with what were believed

agreem ent to end the dangerous 
clashes between Red and Nation­ 
alist Chinese forces in the

them. 
O’Connor said the assault in a 
Southwest Side grocery 
s t o r e 
Thursday 
night 
was 
Chicago’s 
worst crime “ since the Degnan 
murder.” 
The kidnap-murder of six-year- 
old Suzanne Degnan in 1945 is one 
of Chicago’s most famous criminal 
cases. William Heirens, a former 
University of Chicago student, is 
now serving a life term for the 
slaying. 
The victims of Thursday night’s 
attack were a 27-year-old housewife 
who is expecting her first child in 
June and a 14-year-old high school 
freshman who was clerking in the 
store. 
The women were alone in the 
store when the bandits, both Ne­ 
groes, entered. 
The men ordered the woman to 
turn out the lights and, after they 
had scooped $40 to $50 from the 
cash register, forced the girl and 
woman into a back room. 
The woman was raped three 
times in the back room and the 
girl twice, police said. The bandits 
struck the woman and girl repeat­ 
edly as they assaulted them. 
The woman and girl were then 
ordered to stand facing the wall. 
The girl was slugged from behind 
and the woman was shot three 
times. 
The bullets entered the woman’s 
back, left hip and left hand. 
She 
was reported in serious condition 
at St. Bernard’s hospital. Fourteen 
stitches were required to close the 
wound on the girl’s head.

New Cold Front 
Promises Zero 
Temperatures

Blasts of Arctic air strengthened 
winter s bitterest cold wave in the 
Midwest today and lashed the East 
and Southland with icy gales, snow 
'torms and below zero tempera­ 
tures 
A new cold front struck eastern 
Nebraska at midnight with frigid 
winds which reached gusts of 50 
miles per hour. 
Meanwhile snow covered Dixie 
from Mississippi to North Carolina, 
the temperature dropped as far as 
IO degrees below zero in New Eng­ 
land and Pennsylvania, and polar 
gusts of from 33 to 48 miles per 
hour whipped New York City. 
A six alarm fire broke out early 
today in a building located in the 
heart of Philadelphia's wholesale 
clothing district as the city shiv­ 
ered in the bitterest weather of 
the year 
Biting temperatures and 
a brisk wind hampered the fire­ 
fighters. 
Warmer But Still Cold 
The Midwest was still th- na­ 
tion s ice box, even though tem­ 
peratures rose to tho accompani­ 
ment of a four-state snow storm. 
The temperature shot up dra­ 
matically at 
International 
Falls, 
Minn., but it was still the country's 
coldest spot — according to the 
Weather Bureau — at 24 below 
zero. Thursday it was 36 below. 
Unofficially, the coldest place in 
the nation was Owls Head, V Y., 
with 32 below. 
At Oakland, Md.. 
it was 26 below. 
It was 55 degrees warmer near 
the South Pole than at Interna­ 
tional Falls. 
A naval expedition

ica reported a pleasant 38 degrees 
ibove zero.

Hope for Senate 
Vote Today on 
Eisenhower Plea 


WASHINGTON TP — Senate Re­ 
publican Leader William F. Know- 
land said today he expects the 
Senate to complete action "this 
evening" on President Eisenhow­ 
er's w ar-if-necessary resolution on 
defense of Formosa. 
The California Republican made 
the statement after conferring with 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles on the resolution. 
"I expect the Senate to complete 
action this evening,” 
Knowland 
said. 
lf it does not, Knowland added. 
he expects the Senate to be called 
into session Saturday. 
Saturday 
meeting* of the Senate are unusual 
this early in the congressional ses­ 
sion. 
Senate leaders of both parties 
hoped for a final Senate vote to­ 
day 
Opposition to the resolution 
appeared to be dwindling as the 
Senate began the third day of de-, 
bate on it 
Overwhelming approval 
seemed likely but there was no cer­ 
tainty it would come today. 
Says Night Session Possible 
Acting Democratic Leader Earle 
C Clements (Ky.) said the Senate 
would hold a night session and 
perhaps even a Saturday session 
if necessary 
The resolution clear­ 
ed the House 409-3 Tuesday. 
Knowland and GGP Whip Lev­ 
erett Saltonstall (Mass.) urged ac-, 
tion before the weekend because 
of the touch-and-go military situa­ 
tion in the Formosan Straits. 
Administration l e a d e r s 
also 
stressed the need of unified back­ 
ing for 
the President’s request 
as a show of determined strength 
against any Communist Chinese ef­ 
forts to advance toward Formosa 
and the Pescadores. 
Mr. Eisenhower himself helped 
break the back of any serious Sen­ 
ate opposition when he announced 
Thursday that U. S. forces in the 
Formosa area are there only for 
defensive purposes and that he 
alone will decide whether they will 
be used in any other manner. 
Chairman Walter F. George (D- 
Ga ) of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions committee followed with a 
strong plea for quick approval. 
The President’s statement was 
aimed squarely at arguments by 
Sen. Wayne L. Morse (Ind-Ore.) 
and others that the "blank check” 
authority asked by the President 
would 
authorize 
a 
“ preventive 
war” against the China mainland. 
It also quieted fears of many 
senators that the Formosa reso­ 
lution might 
enable 
Nationalist 
leader Cfedang Kai-Shek to start 
hostilities on his own which might 
drag the United States into all-out 
war with Red China.

REYKJAVIK. Iceland HP— Res­ 
cue plane** of the United States 
Air Force today braved howling 
\rcfic ice storms to shepherd to 
safety a fishing fleet trapped in a 
deadly “ black frost” that has sunk 
three fishing vessels and claimed 
at least 45 lives. 
On other trawlers, 
seeking to 
reach safely from the fearsome 
Arctic phenomenon which sheathes 
the rigging of small s h i p s in ice so 
heavy they overturn, weary sea­ 
men hacked away 
at rock-hard 
ice frozen 
to their decks 
and 
masts. 
Seven 
American search planes 
droned above the tossing trawlers, 
off the rocky Icelandic coast, keep­ 
ing track of the vessels by radar 
and guiding them by radio. 
The 
airmen reported ice was 
farming 
on the wings of their 
planes as fast as de-icers could 
.shatter it off. 
The death toll from the dread 
“ black frost” jumped from 40 to 
4a as an Icelandic trawler, the

of the northwest Icelandic 
coast and sank in the choppy At­ 
lantic 
The trawler’s remaining crew of 
29 men were taken from the broken 
and sinking ship and carried to 
shore in Iceland’s desolate arid un­ 
inhabited northern area 
Forty men previously were lost 
a Ixia I I two British trawlers which 
heeled over and sank under the 
weight of the crust of ice. 
A fourth trawler, which lost con

The am end­ 
ment was passed with support of 
both COP and Democratic leaders 
Sen. William J. Lynch
